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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed on September 4 th , 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The applicant argues that the figures of Hsieh clearly illustrate that the fan 13 
is an axial flow fan, not a centrifugal fan as in the present application. The examiner disagrees. 
The Hsieh reference is not relied for the type of fan but rather on "the entire rotary shaft being 
located above the lower portion of the second cooling fins". 

Specification 

The amendment filed on September 4 th , 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "Thus, a motor 240 for driving the rotary shaft 
220 can be disposed on the cover 300 to away from the heat sink". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 8 through 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. For example "and the rotary shaft is positioned away from the heatsink". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8, 10 through 14, 16 through 19, and 21 through 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Budelman US Patent No. 6,244,331 in view of Hsieh US 
Patent No. 5,377,745. Budelman discloses the applicant's invention as claimed with the 
exception of providing an entire rotary shaft being located above the lower portion of the second 
cooling fins. 

Hsieh discloses a cooling device for central processing unit that does provide an entire 
rotary shaft being located above the lower portion of the second cooling fins (see figure 3). 
Therefore it would be obvious to modify Budelman' s invention by providing an entire rotary 
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shaft being located above the lower portion of the second cooling fins in order to improve the 
heat transfer process. 

Claims 9, 15, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Budelman US Patent No. 6,244,33 1 in view of Miyahara et al. US Patent No. 5,940,268. 

Budelman discloses the applicant's invention as claimed with the exception of providing 
a cover that serves as an air seal to keep airtight. 

Miyahara discloses a heat sink and electronic device employing the same that does 
provide a cover that serves as an air seal to keep airtight (see figure 4). Therefore it would be 
obvious to modify Budelman' s invention by providing a cover that serves as an air seal to keep 
airtight in order to reduce the size and to increase the cooling process. 

Since the applicant has not pointed out the criticality of having a centrifugal fan over an 
axial fan, the type of fan used is simply a matter of design choice.
